C. P. R. Invests Heavily in Chicago 

It is stated on good authority here 
that the Canadian Pacific Railway has 
closed a deal for the purchase of the 
greater part of the land required for 
its new freight terminal and auxil- 
liary yard and tracks in Chicugo and 
that operations involving an expendi- 
ture of from $5,000,000 to $7,000,000 
will shortly be commenced. It has 
been about two years since the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway, through its 


| subsidiary line, the Minneapolis, St 


Paul & Sault Ste Marie Railway pur- 
chased control of the Wisconsin Cen- 


tral. The latter had neither passenger 
nor freight terminal facilities of its 
own in Chicago, but came instead 


over what is now known as the Balti- 
more & Ohio Chicago terminal and 
the Illinois Central, passenger trains 
arriving and departing from Park Row 
station, and using also facilities at the 
foot of Randolphe St. for its freight 


yards. Now it is stated this state of 
affairs will be changed. The “Soo” 


is now acquiring lands to the value 
of $1,300,000 for a new freight termin- 
has also entered into a con- 


tract by which it will gain entrance

Avenue and Polk Street, upon the ex- 
niration of its lease with the Illinois 
Central which will be in about four 
years.

GREAT TEACHER SHORTAGE 


Minister of Education Ta'ks on Diffi- 


Culty of Securing Good 
Teachers 


Toronto.—Hon, J. A. Colder, min-, 
ister of education for Saskatchewan, 
who is at the King kdward, states 
that the wheat province is still grap- 
piing with the many prob.ems created 
by the rapid growth of that pa.t of tne 
west and the enormous influx of popu- 
sation. One of the problems was that 
of securing a sufficient number of 


teachers for the schools. No matter 
how many they secured, they were 
constantly dr.fting into other voca- 


tions, and the women teachers were 
becoming married off. 

When asked if there was any _bi- 
lingual problem in Saskatchewan, Mr. 
Calder said that in all the foreign 
speaking settlements the school trus- 
tees were allowed to have the native 
language of the peopl> taught to the 
pupils, for half an hour cach day. For 
all the rest of the dey the English 
language was used. In many schools 
amongst th. foreign-speaking peopl, 
this privilege was made use of, though 
there was often a difficulty in getting 
teachers who knew these other lang- 
urges, just the same difficulty, said 
Mr, Calder, as was experience in the 
German settlements of Ontario.

The farmer's 
work keeps him isolated and al- 
though he knows that there is some! 
thing wrong stull it takes longer to 
down that spirit of reserve, almost 
suspicion, which is built up around 
him, and he is not inclined to accept 
readily the helping hand of an or- 
ganization, S 

In spite of this, or because of it, 
rapid strides have been made during 
the past few years and the organized 
farmers have made their mark in 
history and will be known for all 
time to come. As we get better 
known one’s work becomes easier 
with the farmer, but as one's stren- 
gth developes, it is correspondingly 
harder in other directions on ac- 
count of the hostility which is arou- 
sed and the fear which is encountered 
in some minds that the farmers are 
getting too strong and must be kepi 
down, no matter what the cost may 
be. 

With the spirit of Education and 
Co-operation prevailing and with 
Unity and Equity as our watchwords 
we need not fear the future and} 
one’s strength and the limits of one’s | 
activities can only be reached by the} 
sccomplishment of our aims. | 

We have done much good in the!

(5) What, if any, changes could ‘> 
mad» in teaching or in financial ad 
ministration to make the foreign mis- 
sionary work more successful in the 
future? 

(6) What hope is there for the con- 
versior. of the world in this genera- 
tion as proposed by the Laymen's 
Missionary Movement with its thirty- 
million-dollar endowment? 

(7) To what extent do the monies 
donated benefit the heathen and could 
any improvement along this line be 
sugges‘ed?

blessing to the world in general—to 
all the families of the earth.

The essence of this Kingdom mez 
Sage, however, hus been somewhat 
confus.d by reason of the many false 
notions set forth in our numerous 
false creeds of the past.

Milk fever is invariably confined to 
the improved and high producing 


cows. The causes of this disease ave 
due to the high production ot milk 
and to calving, and the symptoms are 
very easily determined, says Hoards 
Dairyman.

It is particularly obuoxious in wheat- 
fields, not only choking growth, but 
making the harvesting of the crop e 
matter of great difficulty. 


Creek an Ideal Farm Hand. | 

A wideawake farmer noticed that bis | 
creek, if dammed at a certain place, 
would produce a six foot waterfall. 
He built a Gam and put in a water 
wheel—n $300 turbine that yielded 
twenty-five horsepower. Over the 
water wheel he built a powerhouse in 
which he placed a dynamo for the 
water wheel to rub. The electricity 
was wired 1,700 feet to the farm build- 
ings. 

Then he put bis electricity to work 
in every possible place about the prem- 
ises.

Superintendent of E ucation In Marl- 
time Province Vindicates Right of 
School Tea.: ers to Lead Great Na- 
tional “‘ovemente as In Jther 
Lands—Aim .f tie Federation Is to 
Unify Public Opinion, 


At the annual conferenc, of Cana- 
dian Clubs, held in Winnipeg last 
summer, Mr. W. 8. Carter, M.A., 
LL.D., was elected president of the 
Association for all Canada. The chief 
aim of the great speech-after-luncheon 
movement, foun’»d by Charles McCul- 
lough, in Hamilton, in 1892, is to teach 
true Canadian nationalism. As 6 
school teacher starting humbly down 
in New Brunswick, and climbing until 
in 1909 he became Superintendent of 
Education for the Province, Dr. Car-

ter has probably had more experience 
elucidating eloquently the virtues of 
Canadianism, than many of the buai-

School teachers and university profes 
sors ate too infrequently called to 
identify themselves officially with 
broad national movements in this 
country. This is not so in France 
and Germany and oth.’ European 
co.ntries wh"? pedagogues some- 
times lead revolutions and are made 
heroes of novels. 

As head of the Association of 
Canadian Clubs, he will have an op- 
ortunity to organize public opinion 
n a quiet but effective way.

Its influence 
is thus incidental, but none the less 
important. 


Prisoners of Parliament. 


Not everyone is aware that the 
British Houses of Parliament have 
their own prison. Yet situated high 
up in the Clock Tower is the M.P.'s 
rison, consisting of six rooms—four 
ed-rooms and two. sitting-rooms. 


The honorable member who haa 
been dishonored by imprisonment 
for a breach of Pocliatnentary eti- 
quette does not have such a very 


hard life in St. Stephen's prison. 

The prisoner's meals are sent up to 
him from the House of Commons’ 
kitchens, and he cun choose whatever 
dishes he likes from the ordinary 
menu. Unlike un ordinary prisoner, 
he receives the bill for his meals 
from the catering authorities! 

Perhaps the best-remembered ocen- 

ant of Parliament's prison was Mr. 

Bradlaugh, who was sentenced by 
Mr. Speaker to imprisonment in the 
Clock Tower for refusing to withdraw 
when requested so to do. 

Offenders against Parliament other 
than members have before now been 
sentenced to imprisonment in the 
Clock Tower. These “outsiders” have 
included several public speakers and 
the editor of a prominent newspaper. 


To Protect Jewels, 


The Duchess of Marlborough has 
now installed a band of detectives at 
Sunderland House, her residence in 
Mayfair, to guard her treasures, 

Six ex-Scotland Yard men are now 
employed—three for day and three for 
night duty. Although the mansion is 
fitted with the most finished and ex- 
pensive system of burglar alarms, the 
duchess recently developed a state 
of nervousness that orofustl insom- 
nia and was undermining her health. 

She commenced to carry about ail 
her most valuable jewelry, whenever 
she went abroad, but when it was 
pointed out to her that this was a 
dangerous proceeding, she decided to 
adopt the detective scheme of pro- 
tection, 

This little enterprise will cost her 
at least $5,000 a year, but she thinks 
it is money well spent. The detectives 
parade the corridors all day and night, 
while one man keeps a watchful eye 
on strange visitors. Servants, too, are 
kept under observation, for recent 
cases have shown they are often in 
league with thieves.

Sixty Cents a Drop. 

Your ‘nt, like your food, milk, 
bread, beer, and “‘bacey,"” is to cost 
you more, Why? Because according 
to the manufacturers all the ingredi- 
ents from which perfumes are made 
have recently inereased in price to an 
almost unprecedented extent. Otto of 
roses, the basis of dozens of different 
perfumes, is double last year's price, 
which was unusually high, At pres- 
ent the whulesaie value is approxi- 
mately three cents a drop 

Oil of lavender, from both Mitcham 
fand the South of France, is dearer. 
English growers tind it more profit- 
able to send lavender to market in 
bunches, so that an insufficient quan- 
tity is left for distillation. Essence of 
lemon, largely used in cheap ‘teau de 
Colegne,”’ and the oils of orange and 
bergamot are also dearer. 

Three cents a drop, however, is a 
very low price when compared with 
the value of some of the scent ex- 
hibited at the Horticultural Hall two 
years ago. There was a small pot of 
Parma violet odor which was worth 
) $1,750 per pound, and another one- 
ourse pot in which was the pradert of 
no less than 11 ewt. of fresh flowers. 
In another pot was a 21-4 pounds ner- 
tion of the same commodity valued at 
a trifle over $5,000. Some of the per- 
fume itself was so expensive that a 
drop represented 60 cents. 

There was a box, too, of essence of 
musk and eivet worth $35,000. Hun- 
dreds of tons of fresh flowers have 
lta be gathered in Grasse, on the Mari- 
time Alps, to give London its daily 
perfume. Some scents are worth many 
times their weight in gold, and can 
rank with radium for difficulty of ex- 
traction,
